Many of our local DXers took a break from DX’ing 
recently to work stations on behalf of in the Illinois 
QSO Party. The WIARC is the sponsor of this QSO 
party. It’s an eight hour event, and this year 
participants planned to activate all Illinois counties, 
which makes it especially attractive for county 
hunters. | enjoyed operating CW using the callsign 
W9AWE from the comfort of Mike and Arlyce 
Nowack’s newly remodeled family room. It was a 
pleasant respite from previous excursions fighting 
the Japanese beetles in a cornfield. An added 
bonus was the great food and munchies that Arlyce 
fixed. 


The touch of fall weather and the few sunspots 
which have showed up recently have combined 
with some good DX on the bands to make October 
a good month for DXers. November promises 
more of the same. Here’s some upcoming DX to 
watch for in November. 


6W Senegal and J5 Guinea Bissau. Peter HA3AUI 
plans to be on the air from November 15, 2008 until 
March 31, 2009. He will sign 6W2SC from Senegal 
and J5UPAP from Guinea Bissau. QSL via 
HA3AUI direct or via bureau. 


ZA, Albania. Raul, XE1MO plans to operate on 
SSB only as ZA1/XE1MO from November 1-9. 
QSL via XE1MO or KE5FAH. 


3W Vietnam. Mike RL3BM and Arkady UA4CC 
plan to operate from Vietnam November from 5 to 
13. Callsigns will be XV4BM and XV4CC. QSL via 
their respective home calls. 
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YA Afghanistan. Frank PA2MRX plans to sign T6/ 
PA2MRX from Afghanistan between October 16 
and November 7. Operating times will be 
approximately 1430-1730z. He plans to be on the 
air on CW, PSK31, and RTTY. QSLI via PA2ZMRX.
